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GENERAL  SUBJECTS. 


Instructions. — A circular,  dated  19th  January,  1917,  has 
been  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  effects  an 
amazing  revolution  in  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

If  the  present  instructions  be  justified,  one  can  but  conclude 
that  for  many  years  past  an  entirely  unnecessary  load  of  work 
has  been  imposed  upon  the  unfortunate  writers ; but  if  the 
contrary  is  true,  then  a dangerous  loss  of  valuable  information 
for  1916  is  being  incurred. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Official  Tables  should  be  omitted; 
and  that  information  about  their  subject  matter  will  in  future 
be  sent  to  the  M.O.H.  (at  a much  later  period  in  the  year), 
instead  of  being  demanded  from  him,  having  been  obtained  by 
the  L.G.B.  direct  from  the  Registrar  General. 

The  L.G.B.  states  : “ It  is  particularly  important,  especially 
“ at  the  present  time,  that  each  M.O.H.  should  be  in  a position 
to  have  immediate  enquiries  made  as  to  certain  deaths,  such  as 
“deaths  of  infants  and  young  children.”  Here  is  new  work, 
necessitating  new  staff,  except  where  it  is  already  being  done 
under  Child  Welfare  Schemes.  And  as  the  matter  will  not 
stop  at  enquiry,  but  will  go  on  to  administrative  action,  here 
also  is  a new  and  important  department  of  work  for  the  M.O.H. ; 
but  nothing  is  said  anywhere  about  additional  remuneration, 
which  is  necessary  at  least  in  the  case  of  the  “part  time”  officer. 

The  1916  Report  is  to  be  merely  “interim,”  and  is  to  be 
completed  at  a later  date,  ix.  after  the  war. 

It  is  preferably  to  be  type-written,  and  to  be  heavily  cut 
down. 

Now  as  this  is  my  22nd,  and  also  my  last  Report,  I am 
reluctant  to  spoil  my  series.  In  my  case,  type-writing  would 
be  as  costly  as  printing.  Unless  I,  here  and  now,  record  my 
experiences  of  1916,  they  will  be  for  ever  lost,  as  my  successor, 
who  will  have  to  write  the  later  review,  will  not  be  acquainted 
with  them. 

I,  therefore,  propose  to  comply  with  the  Circular  by  being  as 
brief  as  possible,  but  otherwise  to  leave  the  form  and  fashion  of 
the  Report  unaltered.  ♦ 
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ESTIMATES  OF  POPULATION. 

The  upheaval  caused  by  the  War  in  the  conditions  of  national 
life,  has  added  enormously  to  the  difficulties  of  attaining  any- 
thing like  accuracy  in  these  calculations.  Then  we  are  drifting 
further  away  from  the  solid  ground  of  the  Census  of  1911  ; and 
from  now  onwards  to  the  next  Census,  uncertainty  will  prevail 
in  spite  of  the  most  anxious  care. 

The  figures  from  public  institutions  are  obtained  with  exact- 
ness, by  the  courtesy  of  the  various  officers  in  charge.  Thus  the 
numbers  estimated  for  1916  are  those  which  were  actually 
recorded  for  1915.  The  estimated  permanent  resident  popula- 
tion of  each  District  is  based  on  the  Census,  and  modified  by 
the  information  as  to  new  houses,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Surveyor,  and  of  empty  houses,  which  is  similarly  known  to  the 
rate-collector,  also  this  year  by  the  recruiting. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  usual  Table,  and  general  consideration,  is  omitted.  But 
see  last  year’s  Report. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Comparative  Table  for  27  years  omitted.  The  introduction 
of  new  diseases  (to  be  notified)  of  late  years,  culminating  in  the 
addition  of  measles,  with  its  hundreds  or  thousands  of  cases, 
compared  to  the  units  or  at  most  tens  of  the  original  list,  has 
made  totals  of  notifications  impossible  to  compare. 

The  notifications  in  1916  may,  however,  be  advantageously 
considered  in  Table  2,  and  compared  with  deaths  in  Table  3.

A year  which  had  not  a single  case  of  enteric  fever ; which 
had  not  a single  death  from  whooping-cough ; and  only  2 from 
measles  among  341  known  cases  ; whose  other  figures  are  all 
moderate,  and  below  the  average,  in  an  aggregate  population  of 
37158,  is  sufficient  testimony  of  successful  administration.  I 
draw  special  attention  to  it,  for  the  credit  of  myself  and  the 
respective  Inspectors,  because  results  expressed  in  negatives  are 
so  easily  overlooked. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  Table  L,  the  Rates  for  the  District  are  calculated  on  nett 
figures,  permanent  officers  of  Institutions  being  included,  and 
patients  or  pauper  children  being  excluded.  Transferable  deaths 
have  been  dealt  with  as  now  prescribed.  Of  County  Council 
Tables,  one  has  been  sent  in  manuscript  to  the  County  M.O.H., 
as  it  hardly  varies  from  year  to  year,  and  is  expensive  to  print. 

In  each  Report  I have  followed  the  arrangement  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Memorandum  from  the  P.M.O.  of  the  L.Gr.B.  in 
previous  years.  Distinguishing  letters  and  figures  at  the  head 
of  paragraphs  are  copied  from  it;  or  from  Art.  XIX.  of  L.Gr.B. 
Order  of  13th  December,  1910.

Preliminary  Note. — The  matter  found  on  pages  3 to  7 
inclusive,  is  to  be  taken  here  as  an  integral  part  of  this  Report. 

L.Q.B.  Tables. — The  gross  and  nett  population  is  taken  to  be 
the  same.  The  only  public  institution  is  the  Albert  Infirmary, 
which  receives  a few  cases  from  outside  the  District.  The 
information  asked  for  in  Table  II.  will  be  found  on  p.  8. 
This  District  is  a partner  in  a Joint  Hospital  Board,  (with 
North wich  R.,  North wich  U.,  and  Middlewich  U,,)  having  a 
hospital  at  Davenham  with  34  beds  for  3 diseases  ; as  well  as 
the  disused  wooden  buildings  at  Marbury,  which  are  now  kept 
for  small-pox.  There  is  no  sanatorium  for  phthisis. 

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

( 1 ) . — Physical  Jeatures, 

(2) , — Population^  Social  Conditions^ 

There  is  no  change  in  any  of  the  matters  within  my  know- 
ledge ; but  as  to  several  points  I have  no  information.  Over- 
crowding is  found  occasionally  (as  elsewhere)  in  individual 
cases  ; but  does  not  exist  otherwise. 

The  estimation  of  the  population  was  very  carefully  made  in 
January,  1915  ; and  it  was  found  that  army  recruiting  would 
cause  a perceptible  diminution  in  the  total ; thus  the  estimate 
for  1916  is  9950  only, 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

(N,B. — The  Inspector’s  Report  is  incorporated  here,  and  sub- 
sequently. I place  his  initials  after  the  paragraphs  which  he 
supplies). 

, Water  Supply. — The  position  is  unchanged  ; (see  A.R.  1913). 
The  Council  is  still  endeavouring  to  obtain  an  additional  source 
of  supply. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  change.  All  particulars  in  A.R. 
1912. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — 8 houses  in  the  District  have  been 
provided  with  new  drains,  proper  gullies  and  other 
requisites  being  attached  during  the  year.  At  38  houses, 
nuisances  arising  from  defective  or  blocked  drains,  have 
been  abated.  All  sewers  and  sewerage  works  are  con- 
trolled by  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff.  No  new  sewers  or 
works  of  extension  have  been  carried  out  during  1916. — 
T.H. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — The  approximate  number  of  water- 
closets  in  the  District  is  1136,  an  increase  of  22  for  the 
» year,  20  having  been  converted  from  ceispool-priviea, 

and  2 being  installed  at  Factories,  where  the  provision 
was  inadequate.  There  are  no  waste-water  or  hand- 
flushed  closets  known  in  the  District. 

The  number  of  peat-pails  in  use  at  house  property  is  512, 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  pails  are  scavenged  weekly 
during  night-time,  the  manure  being  taken  to  a depot 
outside  the  District,  and  well  removed  from  inhabited 
parts. 

The  approximate  number  of  cesspool-privies  at  houses  in  the 
District  is  808,  being  a reduction  of  20,  these  having  been 
converted  to  fresh  water-closets  during  1916.  The 
scavenging  is  done  during  night-time,  the  contents  being 
distributed  on  suitable  land  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
District.  The  supervision  of  this  work  is  an  important 
branch  of  the  department. — T.H. 

Scavenging. — Dry  ash-pits  are  scavenged  by  the  Council 
monthly.  The  contents  are  distributed  on  waste  laud, 
owned  by  the  Council,  or  other  suitable  places  approved 
by  them.  Covered  galvanised  bins  are  in  use  at  many 
houses,  being  scavenged  fortnightly  ; the  work  is  per- 
formed by  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff. — T.H. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  District. — Table  13  gives  the  details 
of  the  Inspector’s  work  on  a form  prepared  by  the  County 
M.O.H.,  and  obviates  the  necessity  of  referring  to  details  here. 
I would  again  point  to  the  absence  of  formal  notices.  The 
Inspector  is  at  work  every  day ; and  I accompany  him  to 
selected  places  or  matters  on  each  of  my  visits.  Further 
information  will  be  given  later  under  Housing,”  Another 
County  Council  Table  (36,  p.  53,  A.R.  1911)  has  been  sent  in 
manuscript  to  the  County  M.O.H.,  as  it  is  practically  the  same 
as  before,  and  there  is  no  need  to  print  it  again. 

Nuisances. — 796  Notices  and  instructions  were  given  in  con- 
nection with  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  nuisances, 
the  matters  of  complaint  in  most  instances  being  satisfac- 
torily dealt  with. — T.H. 

Overcrowding. — A number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  have  come 
under  observation  during  the  year ; in  some  instances  the 
evil  has  been  remedied,  but  in  a few  cases  the  nuisance 
continues,  chiefly  due  to  a shortage  of  house  accommoda- 
tion suitable  to  the  need  of  the  particular  class  of  people 
affected. — T.H. 
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Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  he  Controlled  by  Bye-laws 
or  Regulations. — There  are  no  cellar-dwellings,  and  no  offensive 
trades.  There  is  only  one  common  lodging-house  in  the  District. 
The  premises  are  always  clean,  the  house  is  well  conducted,  and 
complies  with  the  regulations.  Vans  used  as  dwellings  come 
into  the  District  at  fairs.  48  visits  were  made  to  them,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  found,  and  only  a few  minor 
irregularities  were  noted.  These  were  promptly  remedied  on 
request.  There  are  a few  pleasure  boats  on  the  river,  and  a few 
carriages  for  hire  in  the  town.  Bye-laws  have  now  been  adopted 
for  regulating  these. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  all 
schools  is  good.  Schools  are  disinfected  regularly  at  all  holidays ;

This  is  an  unusually  small  list,  and  the  ailments  unimportant. 

Food.  (a).  Milk  Supply. — It  is  out  of  my  power  to  certify 
the  wholesomeness  of  the  milk,  for  reasons  given  in  1914  A.R. 

I wrote  strongly  last  year  about  the  danger  to  the  community 
from  the  probable  existence  of  tuberculous  milk,  and  pointed 
out  certain  remedial  measures  which  might  be  taken  by  the  C.C. 
Things  however  are  as  they  were ; and  we  have  12  notifications 
and  5 deaths  (in  1916)  from  tuberculous  disease  (other  than 
phthisis).  One  case  happened  to  be  more  easy  to  enquire  into 
than  most,  and  the  following  interesting  facts  were  discovered  : 

(1)  A baby,  3 months  old,  died  from  abdominal  tuberculosis. 

(2)  Parents  poor;  dispute  as  to  amount  of  cow’s  milk  pro- 

vided. 

(3)  Whether  it  was  more  or  less,  it  had  all  come  from  one 

small  farm. 

(4)  At  this  farm,  6 cows  were  found  in  a shed  which  was 

much  overcrowded. 

(5)  Two  were  certified  tuberculous  (one  in  the  udder)  on 

veterinary  examination. 

(6)  The  farmer,  within  24  hours,  had  sold  these  two  cows 

back  to  the  dealer  from  whom  he  had  purchased 

them. 

(7)  Within  24  hours  more  these  cows  were  out  of  the 

District,  and  could  never  be  traced. 

My  own  opinion  is  that  this  sort  of  thing  is  quite  common. 
It  could  be  stopped  by  the  employment  of  a Veterinary 
Inspector,  and  I have  more  than  once  recommended  the 
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District  Council  to  appoint  such  an  officer,  but,  I regret 
to  say,  without  success. 

Notices  to  cleanse  and  limewash  premises  have  been  served 
on  owners,  or  occupiers  of  cowsheds,  twice  during  the 
year.  Subsequent  inspection  revealed  that  the  work 
generally  had  been  carried  out  satisfactorily.  There 
have  been  no  structural  improvements  or  alterations 
effected  at  any  of  the  premises  during  the  year.  Infringe- 
ments connected  with  the  cleanliness  of  cattle,  or  build- 
ings, and  defects  as  to  drainage,  or  other  matters,  have 
been  dealt  with  on  discovery. — T.H. 

Food.  (h).  Other  Foods. — Slaughter-houtes. — There  are  16 
private  slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  all  being  licensed. 
The  licenses  are  renewed  annually ; no  new  premises 
have  been  licensed  during  1916.  These  premises  are 
kept  under  constant  supervision,  all  nuisances,  or  other 
irregularities,  have  been  remedied  after  informal  notice 
being  served  on  the  occupier.  The  slaughter-houses  are 
supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  Council’s  mains,  and 
the  arrangements  as  to  drainage  at  all  the  premises  are 
fairly  satisfactory. — T.H. 

Unsound  food  was  not  found.  Food  inspection  is  casual. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  premises  where  it  is  prepared,  stored, 
or  exposed  for  sale,  is  satisfactory  as  far  as  known.  Bake- 
houses are  regularly  inspected,  and  generally  found  satisfactory. 

Food.  (c).  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — ^This  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  County  Council. 

Housing. — 20  houses  in  the  District  have  been  inspected  and 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Regulations  during  1916. 
The  improvements,  which  were  secured  by  personal 
arrangements  with  the  owners,  include  the  conversion  of 
cesspool-privies  to  fresh  water-closets,  the  repairing  of 
yards  with  impervious  materials,  the  re-arrangement  of 
drains,  etc.  Owing  to  reasons  adverted  to  in  the  last 
Report,  further  progress  in  this  branch,  under  present 
economical  conditions,  is  impracticable. — T.H.

General  character  of  defects  found : — defective  paving  and 
drainage,  unauthorised  obstructive  out-buildings,  defective  floors, 
damp  walls,  want  of  slopstones,  defective  and  insanitary  privies 
and  ash-pits. 
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There  are  12  back-to-back  houses. 

The  character  of  the  houses  for  the  working  classes  is  m most 
cases  quite  satisfactory;  and  is  improving  each  year  as  the 
worst  cases  are  dealt  with  (as  above).  The  sufficiency  will  ot 
course  be  measured  by  the  number  of  empties ; this  number 
fluctuates  according  to  the  state  of  trade. 

Supervision  over  the  construction  of  new  houses  is  in  the 
Surveyor’s  hands;  and  as  he  is  independent  of  the  Health 
Department,  he  does  not  report  to  me,  and  I have  no  informa- 
tion to  give.  On  all  other  points  reference  may  be  made  to 
previous  Reports. 

JVorkshops.— The  Home  Office  Table  (Table  10)  shows  that 
supervision  is  maintained,  and  that  there  is  little  to  find  fault 

with.

1.  Staff.— yLt.  Wilkinson,  the  Surveyor,  takes  charge  of  the 
water  supply,  sewers,  sewage-disposal,  scavenging,  (except  peat- 
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pails),  and  erection  of  new  buildings  ; and  (as  stated  above)  is 
not  regarded  as  a Public  Health  Officer.  I am  surprised  that 
the  out-spoken  comment  I made  in  my  A.R.,  1913  on  this 
anomalous  position,  has  received  no  attention.  ^ 

Everything  else  relating  to  public  health  is  in  Mr.  Hickson’s 
hands,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Joynson,  appointed  as  Health  Visitor 
on  February  9th,  1916,  with  the  intention  to  utilise  her  services 
in  other  ways  also,  if  emergencies  arise. 

Hospital. — This  is  fully  described  on  p.  32  of  A,R.  1908. 
It  has  34  beds,  and  serves  an  area  with  some  60,000  inhabitants, 
n e have  nothing  to  do  with  administration,  except  through  the 
Joint  Committee.  ^ 

T^ble  5 shows  that  4 cases  of  diphtheria  were  removed  in 
1916;  and  one  case  of  puerperal  fever.  This  is  the  smallest 
number  on  record. 


3.  Administration  of  Local  Acts  and  general  Adoptive  Acts.— 
JNo  Local  Acts.  Adopted  Acts  : — Infectious  Diseases  Pre- 
vention  Act;  P.H.A.A.  Act  1890;  Parts  II.,  III.,  IV.,  of 
P.H.A.A,  Act  1907.  Their  administration  is  in  the  routine 
work  or  the  department,  as  and  when  they  apply  to  a particular 
case. 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  ^orA.— The  former  goes  to 
the  County  Analyst,  the  latter  to  Professor  Delepine’s  laboratory. 
Ihe  specimens  sent  to  the  latter  in  1916  were  16  diphtheria  (of 
which  only  one  was  found  positive),  2 enteric  (both  negative), 
and  8 tuberculosis  (1  positive). 

These  fipres  compare  with  123  specimens  (7  positive)  in 
1915  ; much  to  the  credit  of  1916. 


Control  over,  Acute  Infectious  Dis- 
eases.—lable  5 shows  the  prevalence  of  disease,  and  Table  11 
that  it  was  so  very  modest  in  amount  in  comparison  with  several 
preceding  years,  that  I will  omit  detailed  reference  to  it  for  the 
sake  ot  brevity,  although  this  is  the  one  subject  of  all  others  on 
which  I would  prefer  to  dwell,  as  it  is  the  one  which  can  most 
easily  represent  my  own  immediate  activity,  and  enable  me  to 
claim  credit  for  it.  But  this  is  war-time  ! 

All  necessary 
disinfections  have  been  done  as  usual,  also  investigations 
made,  &c.

the  beginning  of  1916  there  were  on  the  list  20  cases  of  phthisis, 
and  14  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.  During  the  year  there 
were  added  14  phthisis  and  11  other  tuberculosis,  total  34 
phthisis  and  25  other  tuberculosis.

1 left  the  District.  There  thus  remained,  at  the  end  of  the  year 
25  cases  of  phthisis,  and  10  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  on 
the  register. 

Dr.  Picton,  on  being  appointed  Assistant  M.O.H.  in  July, 
took  charge  of  this  department;  and  I have  pleasure  in  append- 
ing his  Report,  as  follows.  Some  discrepancy  in  our  respective 
figures  is  unavoidable,  but  is  not  important,  as  his  figures  for 
cases  now  under  observation  are  greater  than  mine. 

Since  the  beginning  of  notification  of  tuberculosis,  107  notifica- 
tions have  been  received,  of  which  42  remain  on  the 
books.  In  1916  20  notifications  of  tuberculous  disease 
have  been  received,  12  of  these  being  pulmonary.  The 
patients  have  been  visited ; their  accommodation  com- 
pares favourably  with  that  of  a similar  class  of  property 
in  most  urban  neighbourhoods  on  account  of  the  ample 
air  space  in  the  rear  of  most  Winsford  streets.  Two 
open-air  shelters  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council,  of 
which  one  is  in  use  by  a discharged  tuberculous  soldier. —

F.— Investigation  of  other  Diseases. —Omitted. 

Q. — Means  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and  In 
Infancy. — Mrs.  Joynson  was  appointed  part-time  Health  Visitor 
in  February.  After  that  date  219  births  occurred,  and  these, 
together  with  all  that  had  occurred  since  April  1st,  1915,  were 
placed  on  her  register.  She  made  1152  visits,  and  usually 
found  conditions  satisfactory.  She  reported  4 cases  of  grave 
neglect  by  midwives,  resulting  in  ophthalmia ; and  kept  close 
watch  on  the  few  cases  which  were  unsatisfactory.  For  some 
time  in  and  after  July  her  work  was  interrupted  as  she  had  to 
act  as  Inspector  of  Measles.  Mr.  Hickson  gave  her  valuable 
advice  and  assistance,  and  has  written  a longer  report  on  her 
work,  which  I am  reluctantly  compelled  to  omit. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Figure  has  always  been  high  in  Wins- 
ford, thus

in  1915  it  fell  to  111  ; and  in  1916  it  has  further  fallen  to  84. 
If  this  is  nothing  more  than  a coincidence,  it  is  a very  remark- 
able one ; if  it  is  in  any  way  a result  due  to  this  new  work 
undertaken,  it  is  the  strongest  possible  encouragement  to 
develope  it  further  into  a complete  “ Maternity  and  Child- 
Welfare”  department  of  the  public  health  administration  of  the 
District. 

H. — Vital  Statistics. — There  were  10  still-births. 

17  deaths  occurred  from  cancer,  7 males  and  10  females. 
Only  one  was  under  50,  and  three  others  under  60.  One  was 
over  80,  eight  more  over  70,  and  four  over  60.  The  seats  of 
the  disease  were  tonsil  1,  thyroid  1,  oesophagus  2,  stomach  3, 
liver  6,  bowel  1,  breast  1,  uterus  2. 

All  other  particulars  can  be  found  in  the  Tables ; and,  for 
the  sake  of  brevity  will  not  be  further  commented  upon  here. 

Inspector’s  Report. — Mr.  Hickson  has  made  his  usual  valuable 
and  carefully  compiled  annual  report  to  me,  and  it  is  all  embodied 
in  the  earlier  part  of  this  Report,  (in  a condensed  form),  except 
the  following  matters.  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been 
frequently  visited,  and  on  the  whole  found  satisfactory.  One 
engineering  works  has  been  converted  into  a munitions  works, 
female  labour  being  largely  employed.  Two  lists  of  home- 
workers have  been  received  from  one  factory  (as  before).  There 
is  only  one  canal  boat  on  the  register,  all  other  vessels  being 
registered  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts. 

Conclusion. — I wish  as  usual  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
to  Mr.  Hickson  for  much  invaluable  assistance  throughout  the 
year  ; and  to  the  Council  for  its  constant  confidence  and  support. 
Considering  the  many  difficulties  caused  by  the  abnormal  con- 
ditions prevailing,  I think  the  above  Report  may  be  considered 
a very  satisfactory  one. 

Limitations  and  condensations  are  imposed  by  the  L.G.B., 
owing  to  War  conditions,  and  1 am  sorry  that  the  Report 
suffers  in  consequence.

Preliminary  Memoranda. — The  matter  found  on  pages  3 to 
7,  inclusive,  is  placed  there  for  convenience,  to  save  repetition, 
but  must  be  taken  here  as  an  integral  part  of  this  Report. 

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

( 1 ) . — Physical  Jeaiures^  — The  area  remains  unchanged, 
and  comprises  30  Townships.  See  Tables  20,  21,  and  24.  Its 
physical  features  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  Such  as 
they  arc,  they  have  been  described  in  previous  Reports. 

(2) . — Population,  Social  Conditions,  — The  population  has 
been  estimated  for  1916  from  the  known  number  of  new  houses 
erected  ; aud  with  a deduction  for  enlistments. 

The  District  is  rich  in  Public  Institutions.  They  have  been 
fully  described  in  many  previous  Reports. 

I am  not  aware  that  there  is  any  influence  of  any  particular 
occupation  on  public  health.  I have  no  information  about  poor- 
law  relief,  nor  about  hospital  and  other  forms  of  gratuitous 
medical  relief. 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — See  detailed  statement  on  p.  109  of  A.R. 
1910;  and  comment  on  p.  80  of  A.R.  1911. 

Mr.  Metcalfe’s  report  is  this  year  (like  my  own)  condensed  as 
much  as  possible  ; see  p.  5. 

36  houses  were  provided  with  water  from  public  mains,  and  5 
from  wells.  11  samples  from  wells  were  analysed,  only 
2 being  certifled  good. 

The  Mobberley  scheme  will  be  proceeded  with  in  1917. 

The  4-inch  main  at  Low'er  Houses,  Dunham  Massey,  was 
extended  104  yards. — R.M.M. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — As  before. — R.M.M. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage., — 31  houses  completely  rc-drained, 
and  improvements  at  14  others.  10  w^ater-closets  and  11 
pail-closets  were  substituted  for  21  privies.  Dust-bins 
also  were  provided. — R.M.M. 

The  Sew'agc  Outfall  Works  have  been  satisfactory.  Flush- 
ing and  ventilation  of  sew'ers  is  carefully  attended  to. 
The  old  storm-overflow  at  Two  Gates,  Dunham  Massey, 
has  been  re-opened  to  relieve  flooded  basements  of 
houses.— J.McD.McK.

Closet  Accommodation. — The  following  figures  are  as  close  an 
estimate  as  possible  : — -Privies,  lOoO;  Pails,  700  ; Cess- 
pools, 1020;  Water-closets,  2900.  There  are  no  waste- 
water  or  hand-flushed  closets. — E.M.M, 


Scavenging  and  Removal  of  Refuse. — The  scavenging  in 
Dunham  Massey  and  Timperley  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Council’s  own  staff  of  Avorkmen,  and  in  Northenden, 
Northcn  Etchells,  and  Mobberley  by  contract. 

The  work  done  in  each  Township  during  the  year  is  much 
the  same  as  last  year.  (Figures  are  purposely  omitted). 
A tip  for  Northenden  was  secured  off  Ford  Lane.  Scaveng- 
ing Avill  commence  in  Styal  in  1917.  The  tip  at  Wood- 
cote,  Dunham  Massey,  had  to  be  vacated,  but  another 
was  found  in  Heyes  Lane,  Timperley. — R.M.M.

Factories  and  Workshops. — (Table  24).  The  number  of 
Factories  and  Workshops  now  on  the  Register,  which 
has  been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date,  stands  at  289, 
viz. : — Factories  46,  Workshops  135,  Workplaces  108, 
329  inspections  were  made.  There  are  only  6 outworkers. 
Other  details  are  purposely  omitted,  by  definite  instruc- 
tion of  the  M.O.H.— J.McD.McK.

Licenses. — 182  (various)  issued ; (156  in  connection  with 
Trams  and  Motor  Omnibus). 

Public  Lighting. — Only  16  lamps  in  Timperley  and  15  in 
Northeuden  have  been  lighted,  at  junctions  and  cross- 
roads, by  consent  of  the  Police,  under  the  Lighting 
Restrictions.  ^ 

Pleasure  Boats. — Byelaws  have  been  adopted.  iThere  are 
142  boats  in  use,  owned  by  6 persons,  at  Northenden, 
Pickmere  and  Warburton. 

Building  Plans,— 2^  sets.  Details  omitted. 
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House-numbcring , — 311  houses  have  been  numbered  in  Tlmper- 
ley. 

Canal  Boats. — 48  inspections  made.  Nothing  special  found.' — 
J.  McD.  McKenzie. 

Smoke.  Nuisances. — Action  suspended.  Much  waste  of  fuel 
noted  at  Munitions  Works.

1.  Staff. — The  staff  is  now  again  reduced,  during  war-time, 
to  Mr.  McKenzie,  Mr.  Metcalfe,  and  one  boy  clerk,  at  the 
office.  Mrs.  Acton,  of  Ashton-on-Mersey,  has  been  appointed 
Measles  Inspector  since  Juno  21st,  1916.

3.  Local  or  Adoptive  Acts.  ) 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — The  chemical  work 
goes  to  the  County  Analyst,  but  is  only  examination  of  water 
samples.  The  bacteriological  work  is  done  at  Professor  Dele- 
pine’s  Laboratory.  The  specimens  submitted  were  12  diphtheria 
(4  positive)  ; 2 enteric  (negative) ; and  3 tuberculosis  (2 
positive)  ; a very  modest  list. 

D.  — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Acute  Infectious  Dis- 
eases.— Tables  15  and  20  show  the  prevalence;  and  Table  22 
enables  a comparison  to  be  made  with  previous  years.  There 
is  nothing  extraordinary  in  any  of  the  figures,  except  their 
smallness.  If  the  total  for  each  disease  be  divided  among  30 
Townships,  and  52  weeks,  the  amount  is  seen  to  be  quite  incon- 
siderable. 

I have  always  previously  devoted  a considerable  space  to  this 
subject  in  detail,  because  it  is  the  one  which  enables  me  to 
justify  my  administration,  and  to  hint  at  my  own  personal 
activity,  but  this  year,  in  accordance  with  considerations  on  p. 
5,  I will  omit  it,  (fnd  leave  the  results  to  speak  for  themselves. 

Measles. — One  point  however  must  be  touched  upon.  Mrs. 
Acton,  who  resides  in  Ashton-on-Mersey,  has  been  appointed 
Measles  Visitor.  She  dealt  satisfactorily  Avith  an  epidemic  in 
September  and  October,  in  Northenden,  in  the  manner  in  Avhich 
we  have  dealt  A\dth  such  epidemics  in  this  District,  for  many 
years  past.  (See  A.R.  1915).  This  accounted  for  177  cases. 
But  149  other  cases  also  occurred,  (see  Table  20),  spread  over 
23  other  Townships,  and  throughout  the  year.  That  these  were 
A^ery  minor  affairs  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  no  schools  needed 
to  be  closed  ; and  these  cases  received  no  special  attention.  If 
however  an  epidemic  needing  school-closure  occurs  in  a Town- 
ship more  distant  from  Ashton-on-Mersey,  or  if  epidemics  occur 
simultaneously  in  two  widely-separated  Townships,  I am  afraid 
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it  will  be  dilTicult,  and  may  even  be  impossible,  to  deal  with 
them  properly,  without  an  increase  of  staff.  The  presentjncom- 
plete  arrangement  is  not  one  of  which  I can  officially^*|approve. 
It  was  avowedly  adopted  by  the  Council  as  an  experiment. 
These  points  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  any  future  discussion. 

E. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. — At 

the  beginning  of  the  year  the  register  contained  26  pulmonary 
and  9 non-pidmonary  cases,  There  -were  notified  during  the 
year  21  pulmonary  and  13  non-pulmonary  cases  ;

and  1 pulmonary  case  marked  convalescent  in  1915  had  to  be 
brought  back  on  to  the  list.  Total  48  pulm.  and  22  nou-pulm. 
Deaths  have  been  II  and  7;  left  District  1 and  1 ; considered 
convalescent  2 and  2 ; remaining  vmder  supervision  34  pulm. 
and  12  non-pulm. 

For  other  information  see  A.K.  1915. 

F.  — Investigation  of  other  Diseases.— None  needed. 

G.  — Means  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and  in 
Infancy. — The  Council  decided  to  leave  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Council  the  inspection  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  (Notification  of  Births  Act).  It  was  not  recognised,  under- 
stood, or  observed,  by  the  ll.D.C.  at  the  time,  that  the  C.C. 
intended  to  develop  the  work  so  as  ultimately  to  include  all  the 
matters  dealt  with  in  the  L.G.B.  Circulars  of  30th  July,  1914, 
29th  July,  1915,  and  23rd  September,  1916.  This  may  seem 
almost  an  impossibility,  nevertheless  it  is  the  naked  truth. 

And  in  the  light  of  to-day’s  knowledge  and  experience,  my 
personal  opinion  is  that  a most  unfortunate  error  was  committed. 

If  all  these  arrangements  are  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
C.C.,  I can  only  submit  that  the  L.G.B.  had  better  officially 
withdravv  this  subject  (G.)  from  those  requiring  comment  by  a 
District  M.O.H.  in  his  Annual  Keport. 

For  other  matters  see  A.R.  1915. 

The  Infant  Mortality  figure  is  only  78‘5;  and  the  average  of 
the  preceding  5 years  85  ; so  the  District  has  not  much  amiss 
with  it. 
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H. —Vital  Statistics  of  the  District. — These  are  all  favour- 
able; and  can  be  found  in  the  Tables  (14  to  26)  by  those 
interested ; so  (see  p.  5)  may  be  omitted  this  year  in  detailed 
consideration. 

Conclusion.— It  is  a matter  of  the  very  keenest  regret  'to  me 
that  my  last  Annual  Report  should  be  spoiled — from  ray  point 
of  view — by  such  rigorous  condensation  ; but  it  is  the  wish  of 
the  L.G.B. 

I have  at  any  rate  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  I have 
placed  all  the  statistics  on  record,  so  that  any  writer  who  in 
future  tirae  reviews  this  year  1916  will  find  all  the  usual  material 
ready  to  his  hand,  and  will  be  able  to  demonstrate  for  me,  if  he 
cares  to  do  so,  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  was  never 
more  satisfactory,  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  depart- 
ment of  the  Authority  never  carried  out  more  completely, 
smoothly,  and  efficiently.

Preliminary  Note. — The  matter  found  on  pages  3 to  7,  in- 
clusive, is  to  be  taken  here  as  an  integral  part  of  this  Report. 

L.G.B.  Tables. — In  Table  I.  the  population  is  calculated  with 
difficulty  owing  to  (a)  part  of  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  having 
been  converted  into  a Military  Hospital,  and  (^)  the  whole  of 
H.M.  Prison  being  used  as  a Hostel  for  munition  workers  at 
Plumbley.  The  information  asked  for  in  Table  II.  will  be  found 
on  p.  47 ; and  this  District  is  a partner  in  the  Bucklow 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  (see  previous  Reports),  which  has  a 
limited  number  of  beds  for  phthisis  in  addition  to  accom- 
modation for  ordinary  infectious  diseases,  and  for  small-pox, 
in  the  hospitals  of  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

('1). — Physical  features^  ^c. 

( 2). — Population,  Social  Conditions,  ^c. 

There  is  no  change  in  any  of  the  matters  within  my  knowledge  ; 
but  as  to  several  points  I have  no  information.  Overcrowding 
is  found  occasionally  (as  elsewhere)  in  individual  cases;  but 
does  not  exist  otherwise. 

B. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — Nothing  to  report.  See  p.  119  of  A.R.  1908, 

Rivers  and  Streams. — None  ; except  the  brook  which  forms 
the  water  supply,  and  one  still  smaller.  See  p.  39  of  A.R.  1910. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Only  two  samples  of  effluent  from 
the  outfall  works  have  been  examined  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee.  Both  were  satisfactory.  The  amount  of 
precipitant  used  has  again  been  diminished,  without  any  bad 
effect.  Sewers  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition ; and 
two  new  manholes  and  one  lamp-hole  built. 

Closet  Accommodation. — No  change  from  last  year,  except  14 
additional  ash-bins.  There  are  53  privies,  149  slop  or  waste 
water-closets,  132  peat-pails,  917  w'ater-closets,  936  ash-bins, 
and  131  ash-pits. 

Scavenging. — Carefully  attended  to.  (Sec  A.R.  1915). 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  District. — Table  36  gives  the  partic- 
ulars of  Mr.  MarshalFs  routine  work,  in  a form  prepared  by  the 
County  M.O.H. ; and  another  table  in  manuscript  has  been 
furnished  to  him,  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  print.  (Refer 
to  Table  25,  A.R,  1911). 
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Pi  'cmises  and  Occupations  which  can  he  Controlled  by  Bye-laws 
or  Regulations. — None.  There  are  no  common  .lodging-houses, 
no  cellar  dwellings,  no  offensive  trades.  That  is  to  say,  no 
lodging-houses  are  registered.  It  is  probable,  and  approaching 
certainty,  that  houses  are  irregularly  used  as  such  ; but  no 
action  has  been  taken.  (Bakehouses  and  slaughter-houses  are 
dealt  with  later). 

Schools^ — The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  all 
public  elementary  schools  are  good.  There  w^ere  no  closures  of 
schools  in  1916  on  account  of  any  epidemics.  All  schools  are 
disinfected  twice  a year,  during  the  holidays. 

Food,  (a).  Milk  Supply. — There  are  now  registered  5 cow- 
keepers,  3 cow-keepers  and  purveyors,  and  8 inilk-sellers 
(4  of  these  residing  'outside  the  District).  Supervision 
has  been  regularly  maintained.  One  case  of  diphtheria 
(a  boy  of  4 years)  occurred  at  a farm,  but  had  no  con- 
nection with  the  milk  supply. — R.W.M. 

Food.  (J)).  Other  Foods. — The  sanitary  condition  of  premises 
where  foods  arc  prepared,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,  is  satis- 
factory. ( . 

There  are  at  the  present  time  12  bakehouses  in  the  District 
in  use. 

Visits  at  varying  periods  have  been  paid  to  all  these  premises, 
and  generally  speaking,  they  are  kept  in  a clean  con- 
dition. 

The  seven  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  are  still  in 
the  same  hands  as  last  year. 

These  premises  have  been  visited  and  inspected  at  various- 
periods. 

Generally  speaking  the  tenants  make  the  best  of  the  premises. 

Meat  Inspection. — During  my  visits  to  these  premises  1 have 
found  thereon  the  following  carcases  of  meat : — Beef  59, 
mutton  59,  pork  2. — Total  120. 

The  whole  of  these  carcases,  as  well  as  all  the  internal  organs 
found  on  the  several  premises,  appeared  to  be  of  good 
quality,  well  fed,  and  sound. — R.W.M.

Workshops^  Workplaces^  — Table  35,  framed  by  the  Home 
Office,  filled  up  by  Mr,  Marshall,  gives  the  required  figures. 
Under  this  heading  there  has  been  nothing  during  the  year  that 
calls  for  any  special  comment. 

C. — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

7.  Staff. — As  is  customary  in  small  Urban  Districts,  there 
is  only  one  whole-time  executive  officer,  who  has  to  undertake 
all  duties.  Mr.  Marshall  has  had  a strenuous  year;  and  in  my 
opinion  it  is  entirely  owing  to  a fortunate  absence  of  epidemics 
that  he  has  been  able  to  do  so  much  in  other  directions.  And 
in  each  department  more  would  have  been  done  but  for  the  con- 
flicting claims  of  the  other  departments. 

The  Council  now  provides  also  a clerk  in  Mr.  Marshall’s 
office. 

A measles  inspector  (female)  has  been  appointed,  at  a small 
retaining  fee,  to  act  as  and  when  required.  In  1916  only  22 
cases  occurred,  of  which  16  were  German  measles;  so  that  it 
was  never  necessary  to  put  her  on  duty. 

2.  Hospital  Accommodation, — Ample,  Provided  by  the  Joiut 
Hospital  Board.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  administration. 
Four  cases  of  diphtheria,  fourteen  of  scarlet  fever,  and  one  of 
erysipelas,  were  removed  to  Monsall  Hospital. 

3.  Administration  oj  Local  Acts  and  general  Adoptive  Acts. — 
There  is  nothing  outside  the  usual  routine  of  work.  There  are 
no  local  Acts.  The  Acts  adopted  are  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Prevention  Act;  Parts  II.  and  III.  P.H.A.  Amend.  Act,  1890, 
and  some  sections  of  P.H.A.  Amend.  Act,  1907. 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — No  chemical  work 
has  been,  or  is  likely  to  be,  required.  Bacteriological  work  is 
done  at  Professor  Delepine’s  laboratory.  It  consisted  in  1916 
of  twelve  diphtheria  examinations  (4  positive),  and  one  enteric 
fever  (negative). 

D, — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Acute  Infectious  Dis- 
eases.— (See  Tables  28,  33,  and  34). 
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This  is  the  one  subject,  of  all  others,  on  which  I have  always 
written  the  most  careful  report,  because,  firstly,  it  should  be 
interesting  to,  and  understandable  by,  any  reader;  and  secondly 
because  it  gives  me  the  opportunity  of  depicting  the  efficiency 
of  the  health  department,  and  my  own  activity.  But  as  the 
cases  were  few,  and  relatively  unimportant,  I omit  it  entirely 
this  year,  in  deference  to  the  considerations  discussed  on  p.  5. 


E.— Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. — At 

the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  Register  9 pulmo- 
nary and  4 non-pulmonary  cases.

Of  the  non-pulmonary  cases  6 were  cervical  glands,  2 abdom- 
inal, 1 ribs. 

This  made  a total  of  18  pulm.  and  13  non-pulm.  There  died

F.— Investigation  of  other  Diseases.— None. 


G, — Means  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and  in 
Infancy. — There  are  three  certified  mid  wives.  The  District 
Nurse,  by  permission  of  the  Ladies’  Nursing  Committee,  con- 
tinues to  inspect  babies  during  the  first  year  of  life.  She  had, 
on  an  average,  40  babies  on  her  list  at  any  one  time,  and  paid 
986  visits.  She  notified  one  still-birth,  and  three  deaths.

This  shows  that  gratifying  and  steady  improvement  has  been 
going  on  ever  since  the  District  was  formed.  It  also  shows  that 
nearly  the  whole  had  occurred  before  the  work  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act  was  taken  up.  And  it  has  reached 
a point  beyond  which  it  is  hardly  possible  to  get. 
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I am  now  informed  that  some  time  in  1915  a -‘  School  for 
Mothers  ” was  started  on  a voluntary  basis  by  certain  ladies  in 
the  town.  The  most  extraordinary  feature  about  it  is  that  no 
communication  was  made  to  me,  nor  was  my  advice  or  assistance 
sought.  As  1917  will,  I hope,  see  an  effort  to  expand  the 
infant  visiting  (which  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  nine 
years)  into  a complete  scheme  for  “ maternity  and  child-welfare  ” 
under  the  control  of  the  Council,  any  such  voluntary  organisa- 
tion as  the  one  above-named,  will  obviously  be  absorbed, 

H. — Vital  Statistics. — These  are  so  uniformly  favourable  that 
there  is  no  necessity  to  discuss  them  this  year  in  detail.  They 
will  be  found  in  the  various  Tables, 

Conclusion. — I wish  to  acknowledge  my  obligation  to  Mr. 
Marshall  for  valuable  assistance  during  the  year,  and  for  much 
statistical  information  which  1 have  embodied  in  this  Report. 
The  Report  is  short;  the  reason  is  that  the  year  has  been  un- 
eventful, and  that  severe  compression  has  been  exercised  under 
the  influence  of  the  conditions  discussed  on  p.  5.  I am  sorry, 
but  it  cannot  be  helped.

This  is  not  a Report  under  Art.  XIX.  (14)  and  (16),  of  the 
Local  Government  Board’s  Order;  but  is  published  at  the 
suggestion  of  myself  as  Medical  Adviser  to  the  Board,  by  the 
permission  of  the  Board,  for  the  information  of  the  various 
Authorities  which  comprise  it. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  Districts  forming  the  Board 
have  access  to  the  Hospitals  of  the  Manchester  Corporation, 
and  the  extent  of  the  accommodation  which  they  can  claim, 
will  be  found  in  detail  in  my  Reports  for  1908  and  1912;  and 
in  the  Year  Book  annually  prepared  by  the  Clerk. 

Two  Tables  are  appended.  The  number  of  cases  sent  to 
Hospital  has  been  very  carefully  counted  from  the  nominal  roll 
which  I have  fortunately  preserved  intact ; and  the  figures  now 
given  are  I believe  strictly  correct. 

The  Tables  will  well  repay  a careful  examination,  and  will 
show  some  curious  contrasts  in  (1)  numbers  of  cases  from  any 
constituent  District  during  14  consecutive  years,  (2)  numbers  of 
cases  from  the  different  Districts  in  any  one  year,  (3)  prevalence 
or  otherwise  of  the  different  diseases  in  1916,  (4)  the  success  of 
hospital  treatment  as  shown  by  the  very  low  mortality.  It  will 
also  be  observed  that  there  were  fewer  cases  in  1916  than  in 
any  previous  year,  save  1912  only.
